'H = s x fignesand rites are called 
Ceremonies. A Ceremonie is a 
corporeall advmbration of ſomehid- 
den thing in the mind, that it deſireth 
to affect others withall, in ſome effe- 
Quall maner, for by ſuch meancs as 
theſe, are the ſecretes of the ſoule 
diſcloſed and paynted out or figured 
to our owne and others bodily ſenſes. 
2. Such actions properlie are cere- 

1 monall, thatare meere ſhadowes and 
! ſignes exhibiting nothing but ſome 
- } fimilitude and reſemblance of fuch 
| ] things, as man is deſirous but notable

9. They therefore doe but gull 
the ſimple of the world, that from 
humane authoritie to inſtitute 
ſuch civill orders as areaboue ſpe- 
cified, doe inferre that man hath 
authoritie to bringe into the ſer- 
viceand worſhip of God ſuch ce- 
remonies, as are cleane of another 
nature. As though becauſe the 
Magiſtrate may ordeine ſuch Ce- 
remonies, as without his ordi- 
nice, were impietiefor a man not 
to obſerve, therefore hee may or- 
deyne ſuch ceremonies whiche 


_ vwithouthis ordinice atleaſt, were

Of Ceremonies peculiar to 
Religion, | 


Ho s n Ceremonies thatare 

proper to Religion are ſuch 
as inapeculiar manner aretied to 
religious perſons ations and pur- 
poſes only, eſpecially ſuch as are 
in a ſpeciall manner tied to the ſo- 
lempne worſhip of God. In theſe 
ceremonies conliſtes the external 
forme of divine worſhip.and they 
are the outward badges & cogni- 
zances of the ſame. 

2. All Ceremonies vſed in the 
ſervice of God are either civill ce- 
remonies (to wittſuch as are alſo 
of the ſame vſe out of the ſervice 
of God) or holy Ceremonies, to 
witſuch wherin holines conſiſtes 
in thedue vic of them, or els they

4. The more one Church dif 
fereth from another in Rites and 
Ceremonies. the more it vieth to 
differ in ſubſtance of doctrine;and 
the more one Church draweth 
neare vnto another in Ceremo- 
nies,themore itdraweth neare vn- 
to it in ſubſtance of doctrine. 
The Churches of France & Scot- 
kind inſubſtance of doqtrine doe 
ſo much the more differ from the 
Synagogueof Rome,by how much 
the farther they differ from her in 
Ceremontes, then other Chur- 
ches; and ſome in the Church of 
England that doe ſtrive to come 
to Rome in Ceremonies, come ſo 
much the nearer to her in do- 
&rine, as might appeare by divers 
inſtances if the matter were not 
too to00 apparent. 

5. Kethat hates the Religion it 
ſelfe, hates all the ſhadowes and 
ſhewes of the Religion ; & he that

foves the POrS.olA and rytes of a 
Religion, he loves the Religion it 
ſelf:he loves a Pope wel that loves 
the triple Crown;he loves a Fryer 
well, that dotes vpon his Cowle, 
and ſhaven crowne ; and out of 
queltion he loves aMaſprieſt with 
$ allhis heart, thatis mad, vpon his 
maſling attire, or any part therof. 
6. Ks it is rudenes and want of 
| civilitie, tonegleft or contemne a 
 Civill Ceremonic, ſo it is propha- 
nes & irreligion to neglect or con- 
temne a Religious Ceremonie: & 
as outward civilitie conſiſts in the 
due vie of civill Ccremonies, ſo 
outward holines & religion con-

7. As civill Ceremonies tend to 
the honor of them vnto wh civil 
worſhip is due, & isa part therof: 
So Religious Ceremonies tend to 
the honor of him vnto whom reli- 
gious worſhip is due and isa parte 
therof, neither can a man poſlibly 
imagine how any thing ſhould be 
religious whether a Subſtance or a 
Ceremonie,but it muſt needes re- 
ſpect him thatrcligion it ſelfe re- 

pecteth.,as therefore we performe 
civill honor vnto thoſe vnto whs 
we performe civill ceremonies, ſo 
we performe Religious & Divine 
honors vnto thoſe that we obey in 
a religious ceremonie. They ther- 
fore that claime & perform obedi- 
ence therin, do claime & perform 
that which is duc only to God. _ . .

- $. Nothing intended or done 
by man is an honour to God, but 
that which is an obedience vnto 
God in ſome Commandement. 
All Ceremonies therefore of Re- 
ligion that are an honour vnto 
God,muſt be commided by God 
himſelfe:and to bring in ſuch Ce- 
remonies into his worſhip as are 
no honour to him, is to mocke 
God. 

9. All Religious Ceremonies 
or Ceremonies of Religion, are 
y_ that is,are ordeyned for 
y—_ vices and endes, and not 

or civill or temporall, and there- 
foreare outward notes and teſti- 
monies of thoſe things that make: 
vs ſpirituall men, and they are 
partes of ſpiritual honor due vnto. 
ſpirituall authoritie andlordfhip. 

10. All ſpirituall Lordes may 
clayme as their due, ſpiritual wor-: 
ſhip, and therefore may _— 
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religious Ceremonies : for looke 
what difference there is betweene 


humaneand divine, Temporall & 


Spirituall,the ſame differece there 
ts betweene the peculiar worſhip 
dueto the one, and to the other : 
if therefore Temporal Lords may 
require all civill rites and honors, 
Sptrituall Lordes may require all 
Divine and Spirituall rites and 
honors. 

11. Civill honor & reverence 
onely cannot nor ought not to 
pleaſea Spiritual Lord, hence it is 
that the Spirituall Lordes of our 
Church canot c6tentthem ſelues 
. with ſuch honor that we giue to 
civill Magiſtrates and Princes, but 
we muſt obey them in peculiar re- 


ligious duties and ſervices; and 
ſurely it is meete that if there bee. 


any ſuch beſides Chriſt, that we 
performe ſpirituall homage vnto 
them, and they arc not — 


—— uF 
_ ſtyle thac wilbe content 
withtemporalls, when ſpiritualls 
are due. 

12. Thoſe Ceremonies that 
are enioyned by true ſpirituall 
Lords,are truely ſpirituall & holy, 
even as ſpiri:uall and holy as the 
Sacraments, though they conſiſt 
of ſom things in their own nature 
indifferent;-and thoſe Lordes are 
not ſpirituall, that are not able by 
their ſole authoritie and word, to 
hallow that which before was not 
holy. hs 
13. Thoſe that can wake a Sur- 
plice, a Cope, a Croſle, &c. to be 
ornamentes of Religion and holy 
Ceremonies: can, whe it pleaſeth 
them, make a ſhaven Crowne, a 
Monkes habit, ſpitle in Baptiſme, 
holy Water, thetriple Crowne, 8 
all the Miffall rytes, as holy. For 
they are al of the ſame nature:and 
thoſe that can finde no reaſon to 
prove

14. Thoſe that have power y- 
pon their owne will and pleaſure 
to bring into Gods ſervice ſome 
indifferent thing, may bring in a- 
ny * indifferent thinge: thoſe that 
may bring in without ſpecial war- 
rant from God, pyping into his 
ſervice, might aſwell bringe in 
dauncing allo, thoſe that haue au- 
thoritie to joyne to the ſacrament 
of Baptiſme the ſign of the croſle, 
haue authoritie alſo(no doubt)to 
toyneto the Sacrametofthe Sup. 
per, fleſh, broth, butteror ak 
and worſe matters then thoſe, if 
they will.

Of Divine worſhip in ſþeciall, and 
fir#t of true worſhip. 


Th v s muchof Divine Wor- 
ſhip ingenerall, both Inward 
and Outward, & of Ceremonies 
wherein Outward Worſhip eſpe- 
cially conſiſteth. Now lett vs in 
ſpeciall conſider the ſame. Divine 
worſhip therefore is eyther true 
Worſhip or falſe. + 

2. True worſhip is that imme- 
diate ſervice that the true G o » 
him ſelfe requireth to bee perfor. 
med ynto him ſelfe. In the exer- 
ciſe whereof conliſterh true holy- 
nes and Religion. 

3. True worſhip both for mat- 
terand manner, ought to be ac- 


cording to the preſcript rule of 
S TO TE Pretcrip —_ 
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Gods wordonly: neither hath - 
ny morcall mi authoritic to frame 
according to his owne conceyte, 
any forme or faſhion of Gods ſer- 
viceand worſhip; for the manner 
of worſhip alſo muſt be holy, and 
not the matter only; and no man 
hath power to make any thinge 
holy, that God halloweth not by 
his word and ſpirit. 

4 All civill furtherances and 
neceſſarie circumſtances of Gods 
ſolemne worſhip, though they be 
not efſenviall partes of the ſame, 
' norby ſpeciall Nomination com- 
maunded : Yetare they to bee e- 
ſteemed Ordinances of God, and 
not humane inventions. As God 
having ordayned that his Saints 
dwelling together both Men, 
Women and children,ofall fortes 
and degrees, ſhould ordinarilieat 
apponited times meet together, it 


muſt needs be preſuppoſed to = 


| —_—_ : .. 
his ordinancethat they meeteto- 
gether in ſome ſuchordinarie pla- 
ces,asare fitteſt for to receivemoſt 
commodiouſlic ſuch Aſſemblies: 
ſo God having ordeyned that his 
Miniſters ſhould preache or pro- 
clayme ſalvation to a multitude 
eathered together, and that they 
ſhould fitat his feete, hath alſoor- 
deyncd that the Miniſters ſeate 
ſhould be higher then the reſt of 
the peoples; and the like may bee 
ſaid ofall other ſuch Circumſtan- 
ces of Divine worſhip, which are 
mattets of ſo baſe and low conſi- 
deration, and ſo ſubie to comon 
ſence, that it neither beſemeth the 
maicſtic of the worde of G o »Þ in 
ſpeciall, or humane authoritie de. 
rived fro God, to make any lawes 
in particuler aboutthem,no more 
then to make lawes thatone ſhold 
not ſitin the Congregation ypon 
anothers lappe, or one ſpit yppon 
all-

9. If there be ſome apparell that 
docth in ſpeciall maner become the

ſerviceand worſhip of God : for if 
no apparell can deforme it, then no 
apparell can beean ornament or de- 
cent forme vnto it. 

. 16. Ifany apparell doe deforme 
Gods true worſhip,it is thatapparel, 
that doth moſt beautifie and grace 
the falſe and Idolatrous worſhip of 
God, As that apparell muſt needes 
moſt deforme a wyſe man that doth 
moſt adorneafoole, and that appa- 
rell muſt needes bee moſt vnbelee-

11, If therefore men would ſett 
their wittes vpon the higheſt ſtreyne 
to inventan apparell to diſgrace the 
Miniſters of the Goſpell, they could 
not inyenta more odious attire then 
the conſecrated attyre of a filth 
maſſe-pricſt, the moſt abhominable

12. Thoſethatabhorre Idolatrie 1 


as much as they doe beggerie and 
folly, can not but hate and abhorre 
the badges of Idolatrie as much as 


the badges of folly and beggerie,and 


therefore can not but accompt thar 
pnieſtly attyre that is enioyned vnto 


vs by our Prelates, an apparell more 


vnbeſceming the Miniſter of the 
Goſpell, then a Cloake witha thou- 
ſand patches, or a coate with foure 
ellebowes , for beggery and folly 
being iudgementes and not finnes, 
the notes of beggerie and folly can 
not beſo odious ina ſpiritualleye, as 
the notes of Idolatry. | 
13. Ifit be denyed, that the ap- 
parell enioyned is popiſh, becauſe it 
was before popery was; this anſwere 
may be made. r. It can never bee 
proved that it 'was before popery. 


For though not all popery, yctſome:- 
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popery was in the Apoſtles tymes : 
moſt of the hereſies were beſoee the 


| full revealing of Antechriſt which 


notwithſtanding wee faſten vpon 
them and count popith they having 
intertained them. It therefore an er- 
rour mainteyned before Popery , & 
retayned by Papiſtes , delerue the 
name of a page errour,why ſhould 
not vnneceſlary apparell, though v- 
{cd before, yet entertayned now on- 
ly by them, and thoſe that receaue it 
rom them, bearthe name of Popiſh 
attyre. 2.As a Coatof diyers colouts 
is a fooles coate, notwithſtandin 
that Joſeph one of the 12. Patriarkes 
wore one, ſo a whitelinen garment 
is a popiſh garment though ſome 
Miniſters in the Eaſt Churches did 
weare them, and yet it can never 


bee proved that either they wore 


ſucha one, as is preſcribed vnto vs, 
or that it was a miniſteriall garment 
and not their ordinary ciill attyre,

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or proper to the Miniſter only, orif 
al this,that it was wel done:for there 
being no one father that wrote ſince 
the Apoſtles times, buthaue erred in 
ſome matters of Doctrine, why may 
they not as well erre in matters of 
ceremonie, itall the trae Churches 
of God beſide our own in England, 


and the greateſt parte of the ſuffici- 


enteſt Paſtors of our owne Church, 
are held to erre in the generall re- 


nouncing of theſe ceremonies; why 
- Might not ſome few Miniſters inthe 
olde Church, as well erre tn inſtitu. 


ting and viing them? | 

14. A corrupt and ſcandalous 
Ceremonie in the worſhip of God 
is ſo much the more dangerous and 


ſcandalous to others, by how much 


the more it comes gracedand coun- 
tenanced with lawtull authoritie. A 


corrupt ceremonie enioyned by a

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hisinriſdiftion, cannot doe fomuch 
ſpirituall hurt, as when itſhalbe re- 

uired by a Chriſtian Magiſtrate, for 
the good conceyt of the inſtitutour 
and ordeinor ofa religious Rite, is it 
that. breedes ſuperſtition. Thoſe 
therefore whoſe ſpecial calling from 
Godis,to edifie the ſoules of-men & 
not to deſtroy them, ought ſo much 
the more to avoid theſeCeremonies 
they iudge & know to be ſcandalous 
and hurtiull to theſoules of men, by 
howe much the greater grace and 
countenance they receauefrom the 
authoritic of man, neither can the 
commandement of the Magiſtrate 
bee a ſufficient plea at the barre of 
Gods indgment ſeate for a man that 
by vertueor force thereofalone, hath 
doneany action (how indifferent ſo 
ever init ſelfe) that his conſcience 


tels him will ſcandalize his brother, 


and ſo hurt his ſoule; groſle therfore 
is the doctrine of them that _ 


| 2 
That Paule (if he Magiſtrate had 
commaund him) ſhould haue eaten 
fleſhe, though his brothers fouic 
ſhould haue bene damned for it. - 
15. The more indifferent an ac- 
tion is in it{elfe, the more odious it 
ought to be ynto vs when we ſhall 
perceaue it to hurte our brothers 
ſoule, which oughtto be a thouſand 
times dearer vnto vs then his body, 
or our owne liues, for he ſhewes net- 
ther loue nor mercy to his brother, 
that had ratherbe the inſtrument of 
his everlaſting damnation,then omit 
the doing of a meere indifferent 
thing , though hee ſhould incurre 
| therefore any bodily puniſhment 
whatſoever. That forme therefore of 
Gods ſervice that conliſts in the vic 
of fuch things indifferent, as experi- 
ence manifeſteth,are a ſcandall (and 
by conſequent adeſtruction) to the 
ſoules of infinitnumbers, ought nor 
to bee vied of any, much lefle of 
: thoſe 
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thoſe, who are called by Chrift to - 
feed the ſoules ofmenand not to de- 
ſtroy them. How ſcandalous theſe 
Ceremoniesaretoall,how the omif- 
fion of them cannot be ſcandalous 
toany, but vnto ſuch as are worſe 
ſcandalized already by embracing 
them,requires a larger Treatiſe. 

16. No Magiſtrate thatis a Chri- 
ſtian will chalenge authoritie to de- 
| ſtroy the ſoule of any man, and ther- 
fore he cannot vpon his owne meere 
will 8& pleaſure withoutſinne againſt 
God,cnioyneany thing (not requi- 
red by God) thatevidently tendeth 
to the deſtruction of any mans ſoule, 
and thoſe ſubiects that(being ready 
to performe any dutie that God re- 
qo vnto the Magiſtrate) ſhall re- 

uſe to doeany ſuch thing fo requi- 
red, andſhall-patiently and meekely 
yeeld themſelues toany puniſhment 
the Magiſtrate ſhall thinke good to 
lay vpon them without refiſtance, 
n . ſhall

17. Noſubie therefore can take 
any ſuch authoritie from the handes 
of the Magiſtrate , which may war- 
rant him to doeany thing that ſhall 
evidently deſtroy his brother ſoule 
atany time, much lefle in the ſervice 
& worſhip of God wherin all things 
thatare to be done, ought to tende 
to the edification of his ſoule in a 
ſpeciall maner. 

18. It is plaine in the word of God, 
that the kingdome of God (thatis) 
the ſervice and worſhipof God,ſtan- 
deth not in meates and drinkes. nor 
any ſuch externall rytes having no 
authoritice from God. . When there- 
fore without any commandement 
1 from

from God,ſuch external -_ fhal- 
be brought into the ſervice of God, 
& made the very formes of the ſame; 
ſuch Rytes muſt needs be falſe wor- 
ſhip, and that forme of Gods ſervice 
muſt needes bee adulterate, that-is 
madeto conſiſt in ſuch thinges. For 
noauthoritie can make thata part of 
Gods kingdome, that the worde of 
God doeth cxpreſly deny to be a 
part thereof. ; 

19. Thoſe Ceremonies therefore 
in preſent controverſie being meerly 
by man brought into the worſhip of 
God, areby no means to be yeelded 
ynto, for it is in effe to makethe 
Kingdom of God to coſift in meats 
and drinkes or in ſuch like thinges. 
For if man hath authoritie to make 
the kingdom of God conſiſt in ap- 
parel,8&c. he hath alſo authoritie, if ir 
pleaſe him, to make it conſiſt in ea- 
tinganddrinking,6: may makethem 
a partof the Liturgic alwelasan y 
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thoſe things thatare in controverſie, 
'- 20. Thoſepeculiar Rites and Ce- 
remonics which arein that maner & 
forme vſcd in the ſervice of God, 
that if God himſelf did but ratifie 8& 
confirme that preſent vie of them 
ſhould then be parts of his true out- 
ward worſhip;muſt needs as they are 
pied (without Gods ordinance) be 
partes of a falſe outwarde worſhip: 
Butour ſurplices, crofles, kneeling 
at the Lordes Supper, 8c. are ſuch, 
that if God ſhould but command 
to vic them as we vie them, that is 
x hee ſhould require every Mini: 
ſer in divine ſervice to weare a ſur- 
plice to note ioy, dignitie or ſancti- 
tie,or in Baptiſme to croſle a child in 
figne,8&c.Nay though he ſhould cx- 
preſſe no vie at all, but barely en- 
toyne the things theſelyes to be vied 
in his ſervice, yet they ſhould bee 
partes of Gods true outward wor- 


ſhip, for whatſocver God tieth in a 
pc 
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peculiar maner to his worſhip, is a 
parte thereof. Theſe Ceremonies 
therfore in controverſic having ſuch 
2 vie in the ſervice of God , vnto 
which they are peculiarly tied, muſt 
needes be yſed as partes of Divine 
worſhip,for elſe the bare ratifying of 
their preſent vie , could not make 
them true worſhip, Being therefore 
(as they are yſed) partes of divine 
worſhip and not parts of true divine 
worſhip, becauſe not commanded of 
God; they are partes of falſe divine 
worſhip, for that divine wot- 
ſhipthat isnot true wor- 
ſhip, is falſe wor- 


ſhip. 
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
